NEW LABOURERS’ 
COTTAGES, 


-“ 


Mr. T. F. Strahan, Inspector to the Local 
Government Department, held an inquiry 
under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts at the 
offices of the South Dublin Kural District 
Council yesterday into a proposal to build 
forty-eight labourers’ cottages at a cost of 
£17,000. It is proposed to build twenty of 
these cottages at Rathfarnham, four at Kock- 
brook and tour at Woodtown. i 

Mr. J. T. Doyle, solicitor to the Council, 
said that the South Dublin Rural District 
Council were the promoters of the scheme, 
and that it was proposed to acquire four sites 
—one of four acres three roods and six 
perches in Clondalkin, one of six acres at 
Rathfarnham, and two sites at Whitechurch. 
In Clondalkin there were forty representations 
for cottages, in respect of which it was pro- 
osed to build twenty cottages. In Rath- 
arnham there were twenty-three representa. 
tions, in respect of which it was proposed 
to build twenty houses. 

In regard to the two sites at Whitechurch, 
it was proposed to build eight cottages, for 
which there were twenty-one representations. 

In reply to the Inspector, Mr. Doyle said 
that there were thirty-seven representations 
in respect of houses unfit for human habita- 
tion in Clondalkin, thirty in Rathfarnham, 
and ten in respect of the other sites. 

Mr. G. 8, Gallagher, Clerk to the Council, 
gave the details of the scheme, and stated 
that there were ninety-three representations 
before the Council, of which nine were out- 
side the district, and in respect of the other 
eighty-four, which were legitimately under 
their consideration; the Council had agreed to 
provide forty-eight houses. 

Thirteen of the houses which they proposed 
to build in Clondalkin were to replace con- 
demned dwellings, in which there was over- 
crowding and absence of sanitary accommoda- 
tion. he Council had already built 754 
cottages, and there were twenty more 
cottages to he erected. The annual outgoings 
for the building and purchase loans were 
£10,757 10s. 8d., a sum of £583 being for 
the collection of rents. 

The annual receipts were £5,695 3s. 4d., 
the loss to the rates in respect of each 
Cottage ‘being £5 10s. The rents averaged 
is. 6d. to 10s. per week per cottage. The 
average weekly wage in the district was 
£1 19s. The present scheme would represent 
an increase of 3.765d. in the £ in the rates. 
The estimate of the cost per cottage under 
the present scheme was £3560. The amount 
of loans hitherto borrowed was £201,345. 
Mr. Walshe (Messrs. Whitney, Moore and 
Kelleher) represented the estate of the Earl 
of Stafford and others, including about twenty 
chents affected by the scheme, and offered 
alternative sites in substitution for those 
suggested. 

. Mr. Porter (Messrs. Porter, Morris and 
Co.) appeared for Miss Graham Vize, and 
offered an alternative site to one to which she, 
as owner, had lodged an objection. 

Mr. F . Long, solicitor, appeared for the 
Munster and Leinster Bank as mortgagees to 
Oppose an application on the ground that a 
Sale was pending. 

Mr. J. Caffrey, Chairman of the Council, 
supported by Messrs. J. Nolan, T. F. 
McGann, P. Nugent, J. Gorman and C. 
Mulvey, other members of the Council, urged 
the need for the erection of the proposed 
cottages. 

Dr, Crowley, Medical Officer, in his evidence, 
Stated that in his district there were houses 
not fit for the habitation of pigs. At present 
there was an insufficiency of hduses in Rath- 
farnham, as there was an influx of people to 
that district from other places. He declared 
that he wanted all condemned houses to be 
closed. 

In reply to questions by the Inspector, Mr. 
Gallagher, the Clerk to the Council, stated 
that for some time the Council had not taken 
Each for the closing of condemned 
houses. From 1914 to 1926, the Council had 
built no houses in the Rathfarnham area. 

Mr. Caffrey said that the Council were now 
desirous of improving the housing accom- 
modation. 

The proceedings then concluded.

FIERCE FIGHTING 
REPORTED. 

The Times Lahore Correspondent - tele- 
graphed yesterday :—Although reports from 
Peshawar: confirm the statement that Gardez 
has actually fallen to the troops oí Náair 
Khan, they state that fierce fighting around 
the city still continues. Wounded men from 
Nadir Khan’s troops, who are filtering into 
the Peshawar hospital, report that the tribes- 
men are in favour of supporting Nadir Khan, 
but the supporters of the Ameer Habibullah 
say that these reports are merely propaganda. 
The existence of a widespread cofisfiracy 
in Kabul, involving the majority of the edu- 
cated Afghans there, has been discovered. 
The conspirators fled to the north-west, and 
stated that the present rising was due to the 
Ameer Habibullah’s preferential treatment of 
his own tribesmen at the expense >of the 
others.

The cause of the present dispute, it 
might be said in a general way, was 
owing to. high operating costs and the 
liability under which the company now 
found itself compelled to work, and it 
was unable to carry on at all without 
financial loss unless some reduction could 
be made in the enormous wages bill which 
it paid.

Questioned by Mr. Odlum, Mr. Fitz- 
Gibbon said the fleet of omnibuses had 
been bought out of the accumulated re- 
serves over the past thirty years, and not, 
as Mr. Wood would suggest, out of the 
profits of the last two years. 
WAY-LEAVES AND ROAD REPAIRS. 

Counsel then referred to figures under 
the heading of way-leaves and road re- 
pair. It was in 1891, he said, that .the 
company promoted bills in Parliament to 
electrify. The Corporation and other 
various municipal authorities, of course, 
had it in their power to oppose the 
electrification, and subsequently an agree- 
ment was come to with the company that 
these local bodies would not oppose elec- 
trification, provided the Tramways Com- 
pany paid certain way-leaves for the 
privileges. The following sums were paid 
to the local bodies :—Dublin Corporation, 

. £10,474; Rathmines, £2,200; Pembroke, 
£1,600; Blackrock, £477 4s.; Kingstown, 
£300; Dalkey, £100; Clontarf, £200, and 
Dublin County Council, under agreement 
with the old grand jury, £250. 

‘BUS COMPETITION. 

The effect of the bus competition was 
reflected in the returns in the number of 
passengers. The Secretary of the com- 
pany would produce in evidence a table 
of Government statistics, which showed 
that the number of passengers carried by 
the buses and the number of ’buses them- 
selves had gone progressively up. Accord- 
ingly, the number of persons carried by 
the trams had gone down. The company, 
owing to the ’bus competition, could not 
put up their tram fares, because the adop-

he witness agreed with the outline of 
the company’s history as drawn by Mr.

Early in 1928, he said, it became quite 
apparent that the receipts and revenue of the 
company were falling very rapidly, and then 
a reduction of 10s. was proposed. A con- 
ference was held, and resulted in the men 
accepting a reduction of 6s., with the re- 
maining shilling being deferred. Later, in 
1929, the directors maintained that the reduc- 
tion of 5s. was inadeguate, and, therefore, 
weut for another reduction. 

Mr. FitzGibbon—Can you tell us what was 
responsible for this unhappy stoppage of the 
trams? 


Mr. Harriss—It was brought about by 
approaching the men, and asking them to 
help the company out of their difficulties. 
Ever since 1999 the company maintained the 
best relationrhip with the men, because they 
had an agreement the object of which was to 
stop wrangling about wages or conditions. 
Under that agreement the company was no 
longer to deal with the men, but with repre- 
seritatives of the union, who were generally 
accepted as experts in the tramway business 
and conditions. Since that agreement had 
been drawn up the representatives of the men 
had been regular visitors to the company’s 
offices, where conditions, etc., were discussed. 

DIFFICULTIES DISCUSSED. 

In important matters, Mr. Gillespie, who 
was a higher official of the union, was always 
welcome at the company’s offices, and as 
long as the company were prepared to meet 
all the demands of the union things went all

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VETERINARY CONGRESS 
AT AYR. 


GRADE A MILK TESTS. 


The opinion that very shortly the Ministry 
of Health would adopt a new test by which 
to guarantee the freedom from disease of 
Grade A milk was expressed by Professor 
Buxton, director of the asma of Animal 
Pathology, Cambridge, during a lecture on 
“Tuberculin Testing ” at yesterday 's session 
of the National Veterinary Medical Associa 
tion at Ayr. 

Under the new method which was recom 
mended by the Tuberculin Committee of the 
Medical Research Council the injection of 
tuberculin would be made into the thickness 
of the cow’s skin, instead of under the skin, 
the usual method at present. Tests made on 
cattle brought into the Caledonian Cattle 
Market, London, said Professor Buxton, had 
proved to be about ninety-eight per cent 
efficient, as shown by subsequent laboratory 
examination of the organs of the slaughtered 
animals.

That she won it goes without saying, and 
she had five lengths to spare at the finish 
from the colt by Hurry On out of Lamia, 
was second.

ing over rivals nearly all the way, but 
Weston had a spasm of speed stamina, and 


he rode her right out to the bitter end, 


bringing her back dripping with sweat. 

It was a good-class field that she beat, 
for the second can go a bit, and Silvia, 
who was beaten two lengths for second place, 
dead-heated with Rustom Pasha at Ascot. 
There were one or two other nice fillies in 
the field also, such as Everglades, a daughter 
of Papyrus, who 15s coming on, and Pamp- 
lona, also a Papyrus filly, from the stable 
of Basil Jarvis. Galhampton, who has some 
useful form, was there also, and he was one 
of the first to break from the gate. He was, 
however, quickly passed by the filly, who 
really gave none of them a chance. 

Fair Isle is a truly delightful animal, 
taking more after Pharos than after Fair- 
wav. She is, unfortunately, small, and as 
she is deep-shouidered and short-legged she 
is not likely ever to be a hig one. That she 
is very fast. and has a natural love of racing 
there can be no doubt. 

CARABAS SCORES. 

It was a wonderful day for the Stanley 
House stable, which won the last three races 
of the afternoon. Its second capture was the 
Friary Nursery, which Carabas won for Lady 
Derby. She races very little, but she bred 
this one herself, and he is the first winner 
I ean remember her having. Carabas is a 
son of Pharos, but does not bear the slightest 
resemblance to his sire, for he is a washy 
chestnut with whate legs. 

It was only in the last few strides 
that he got up, for Medway, who was 
so smartly away tha he was able 
to come right across the course and 
finish on the rails, where Carabas was 
drawn, stopped dead in the last fifty yards 
and let Carabas up to win by a head; Esk- 
dale finishing third. Queen’s Orb, who had 
top weight, was favourite, but she was 
heafen a long way from home, and her per- 
formance here was not a flattering one. 
FILLIES’ FORM. 

The third winner from the stable was 
Flittemere, who in the Belper Maiden 
(Apprentices) Plate beat Brig o’ Dee and 
Copacabana by a neck and a head. When 
Fliittemere won the Yorkshire Oaks last week 
I noted that the form of the fillies must be 
very bad. In the running to-day Flittemere 
comes out as about, the same animal as the 
plater Steerforth, who in a selling plate at 
Hurst Park a few weeks ago gave Copacabana 
71b. and a length beating.

Silver Sword, who had been a long 
way behind, moved up to join Cornish Friar, 
then laid his ears back and-heat him a length. 
Ducks and Drakes, although eight vears old, 
had enough speed to heat Social Fvenine hy 
half a length in the Shipley Hall Selling Plate. 
SELECTIONS. 

The pleasantest thing about the afternoon, 
from a trainer's point of view, was that rain 
was falling when we arrived on the course and 
pouring in torrents again when we left. The 
going may be a little better to-morrow, when 
the Breeders’ St. Leger will be run. I hardly 
“expect that this race will throw much light 
on the Doncaster event, though there will be 
one or two in the field with the double engage- 
ment.

The County Fermanagh Farm iety’ 
annual show was held here to. pgs Oe 
mst depressing conditions—rain fell through- 
out the day, and the unds were churned 
into mud. Despite this, however, the show 
Was a great success. There were almost 
1,900 entries, or about 300 more than last 
year. The entries in the leading sections 
were :—Horses, 84; cattle, 237; sheep, 39; 
goats, 10; swine, 32; poultry, 220, and 
rabbits, 214. There was an enormous ent 
of flowers, fruit, vegetables and home indus. 
tries. Indeed, the hall in which they were 
displayed was filled during the day, as owing 
to the rain the people could not remain in 
the open. The number of horses exhibited 
was on the small side, but the quality was 
Eo Mr. om standard generally, and the 
judges noticed an improvem 
with the exhibits of last sg iú gies on 

In the cattle department, although there 
was a slight diminution in numbers as com- 
pared with last year, the quality was 
altogether commendable. The pure-bred 
Shorthorns were an outstanding lot and a 
credit to County Fermanagh farmers. The 
dairy cows and cross-breds were an excellent 


variety showed fine quality. The poultry 
were up to the high standard to be expected 
in this well-known poultry-rearing county. 

The rabbit section deserves special 
mention. The 214 entries represented exhibits 
from various parts of Ireland and England, 
and there were many excellent specimens.
